SEEING RED 

The good people of Istanbul, Turkey, who may have thought they hod seen 
everything, received a rude awakening on March 21, 1935 when red snow 
fell from the sky blanketing an area of approximately one hundred square 
miles an inch deep. The whole countryside assumed a brick-red hue as a 
result of the phenomenon. It was assumed the snow had fallen through a 
dust storm, the minute particles of dust coloring the flakes. 



TEMPERATURE RAMPAGE 

The greatest climate fluctuations, in range ond rapidity, 
ever recorded by an American weather bureau, occurred 
at Rapid City, South Dakota, on Jonuary 22, 1943. Be- 
tween 10:30 A.M. and 5:30 P.M. the temperature rose 
and fell suddenly three times. The increases were 32 
degrees in four minutes, 36 degrees in five minutes 
and 35 degrees in eleven minutes; while the decreases 
were 22 degrees in three minutes, 47 degrees in five 
minutes and 41 degrees in four minutes. 




RAIN, RAIN, GO AWAY 

During o period of twenty four hours, no less than 46 inches of rein fell 
at Baguio on the Island of Luzon in the Philippines, the world's. record for 
the greatest rainfall in a single day. On each acre of ground in Baguio 
5,400 tons or 1,350,000 gallons of water fell from the sky during this time 
(July 14-15, 1911). The record for a short shower goes to Portobelo, Panama, 
on May 1, 1908, when 2.47 inches of. roirrfell in three minutes. 



. LIGHTNING OBSERVATIONS 

The common length of a lightning flash is half a mile, 
although scientists believe that some bolts are five 
miles long. Most flashes lost only a few millionths of 

a second Not more thon one lightning flash 

»n o hundred ever strikes the earth. On the other hand 
lightning has been known to strike one object many 
times during an intense electrical storm. Not long ago 
the Empire State Building in New York was struck 

fifteen times within fifteen minutes There are at least one hundred 

lightning flashes every second, yeor in ond year out, summer and winter 

The average length of time for a streak of lightning fo reach the 

ground is only 1/46,500 of a second. The maximum time ever measured was 
one and o half seconds. 




OUT OF THE BLUE . 

Most hailstones are the size of small pebbles, but 
occasionally some hailstones fall which ore as much 
as five inches in diameter. For instance, on July 6, 
1928, the people of Potter, Nebraska, were surprised 
to see a huge, single hailstone fall on their city. On 
weighing it, they found it tipped the scoles ot one- 
ond»a»ba!f pounds, one of the largest on record. 



THE WORLD'S ICEBOX 





The dubious distinction of registering the coldest tem- 
perature ever recorded (90 degrees below zero) belongs 
to the city of Verkhoyansk in eastern Siberia. At this 
temperature queer things happen. Rubber becomes as 
brittle as glass while mercury is os hard as steel. If 
there is the slightest breeze yOur breath will make 
?•!*?« crackling sounds as it freezes and floats away.

During !«• wtntor ef 1906 end 1907, 884 inches of snow fell in Tamarack, 
California.
